Roger is also as a volunteer at the 
Macmillan Cancer Information and 
Support Centre, a centre which he 
helped to create.

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Restaurateur 
fined £60,000 
for food 
safety 
failures 



A RESTAURANT owner faces fines 
and costs of almost £60,000 after 
admitting a series of food safety fail¬ 
ures 

Old Vienna Restaurant proprietor, 
Water Haiser, 76, of Woodlands Park, 
Leigh, pleaded guilty to 13 charges, 
plus 13 against his company Friern 
Leasing Ltd at Southend Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday, June 8,

Southend Council prosecuted Mr 
Haiser after uncovering a series of food 
safety breaches at his restaurant in 
Eastwood Road, Leigh. The offences 
included unsatisfactory food hygiene 
practices and conditions at the premis¬ 
es, selling unfit food, failing to comply 
with improvement notices issued by 
environmental health officers, and 
obstruction - where Mr Haiser did not 
give essential information to the coun¬ 
cil despite repeated requests. 

He was fined £11,760 and Friern 
Leasing Ltd fined £45,000. He was also 
ordered to pay £2,920 costs, and he and 
his company must also pay a victim 
surcharge totalling £271. 

The Old Vienna’s food safety rating 
sank from one to zero. This is the low¬ 
est possible rating, and means that 
urgent major improvements are needed. 

Problems began when officers carry¬ 
ing out routine inspections spotted seri¬ 
ous hygiene and food preparation flaws. 

They advised Mr Haiser how to 
address these but when they inspected 
the restaurant again there was no

change so they served improvement 
notices on him. These required him to 
take specific action to make sure he 
complied with food hygiene legislation. 
He failed to do so and was prosecuted. 

Magistrates heard that the premises 
were not kept clean and hygienic, and 
there were not adequate controls in 
place to make sure that food prepared, 
cooked, cooled, stored and served to 
customers was safe for consumption. 

Some food items were found to be 
unfit. 

There were also extensive structural 
repair matters. These kept deteriorating 
because maintenance problems were 
not tackled in time to stop them getting 
worse. 

Mark Flewitt, Southend Council’s 
executive councillor for housing, plan¬ 
ning and public protection services, 
said: “We had to take this action to pro¬ 
tect public health and make sure that 
the food hygiene regulations would be 
complied with in future. Friern Leasing 
Limited and Mr Haiser had been failing 
to do this for a long time.”

JUST a polite reminder that if 
you have received and not 
yet returned your representa¬ 
tion form to the Castle Point 
Borough planning office, the 
closing date is Thursday, June 
30. 

It may be that you never 
received a copy of this impor¬ 
tant publication and if this is 
the case https://www.castle- 
point.gov.u^new-local- 
plan gives details of how to 
complete and return the docu¬ 
mentation. 

As you most probably know 
on completion of the consulta¬ 
tion the new plan will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Planning 
Inspectorate. 

As deemed appropriate this 
plan needs support from resi¬ 
dents and valid representations 
on its content. Without suffi¬ 
cient support the plan could 
well be taken over in its entire¬ 
ty by the Planning 
Inspectorate which may well 
see large areas of the bor¬ 
ough’s green belt reinstated 
into the plan. 

The ball really is in your 
court. 

As a footnote and you may 
not be fully aware of this sce¬ 
nario, Castle Point residents 
are still awaiting the SOS’s 
appeal decision to the building 
of 265 new dwellings on vir¬ 
gin green belt on the farm in 
Jotmans Lane. This appeal was 
submitted by the developers 
Persimmon last summer. 


With Jotmans Farm now hav¬ 
ing been taken out of the New 
Local Plan this could well 
cause many thousands of inter¬ 
ested residents some concern 
to the appeal’s final out¬ 
come. A development not 
wanted by our MP, majority 
of the borough’s councillors 
and thousands of Castle Point 
residents.

Focus on the 
critical issues 
regarding EU 

I HAVE read with interest the 
recent spate of letters concern¬ 
ing the forthcoming referen¬ 
dum. 

Perhaps K Knight’s letter 
(YA, June 10) enjoys most 
value. 

Clearly, both government and 
the remain camp, have carried 
out a blitz of misrepresentation 
and in far too may cases, told 
outright untruths. Which in 
itself, is an abuse of true 
democratic process. 

The average voter simply 
cannot understand the fairly 
complex and interactive topics 
of economics, global diploma¬ 
cy, 

I would suggest Mr and Mrs 
Average simply focus on the 
following core and critical 
issues: 

1. The EU, far from being a 
trading block (As Edward 
Heath seriously misrepresent¬ 
ed in 1973) was from the orig¬ 
inal 1957 Treaty of Rome, 
aimed at creating one federal 


state, wherein all member 
states would completely sur¬ 
render their sovereignty and 
ability to pass and enforce 
their own laws; adjust taxation 
according to essential need; 
operate only a single, federal 
system of government; have 
one federal military (navy, air 
force and army) and one feder¬ 
al legal system. 

Already, creeping federalism 
has overridden UK laws mak¬ 
ing it impossible for Britain to 
expel criminals, serial rapists 
and murderers. 

2. Fortunately, Britain resist¬ 
ed joining the Schengen 
Agreement on open borders; 
thank goodness for that small 
mercy. However, Britain’s 
actual control of its borders, is 
much reduced thanks to EU 
laws. 

3. The EU is a corrupt bloat¬ 
ed bureaucracy, which grows 
weekly: its accounts are so 
suspect, no one is prepared to 
audit them as “clean” and has 
not for over 20 years. What 
does this tell you? 

4. The EU calls itself “demo¬ 
cratic”: however, the commis¬ 
sioners have absolute power to 
make whatever decisions on 
policy they desire; they are 
“unelected and unaccount¬ 
able”. 

They are selected on party 
political grounds, only; com¬ 
petence and real ability are not 
part of this “Buggin’s turn” 
abuse of power. 

5. The trade deficit with the 
EU widened, yet again, to 
£23.8billion for the past three 
months: in other words, EU 
states export to Britain £23.8bn 
more than we export to them!

7. Britain’s social security 
system is demand-based; in 
other words, when and where 
people require financial sup¬ 
port, they simply have to 
apply: whereas in the rest of 
Europe, mainly, it is contribu- 
tions-based: no pay in-no draw 
out. Britain offers a much 
wider range of social security 
benefits than the majority of 
other EU members, and at 
higher rates in many cases. No 
wonder EU immigrants are 
attracted to Britain. 

We suffer a housing crisis; 
an NHS crisis; an education 
crisis; why should we destroy 
our essential services (which 
we have all paid for through 
taxes over many years) to ben¬ 
efit others? 

Finally, take no notice what¬ 
soever of the empty threats 
and dire warnings coming 
from the desperate remainers: 


Britain leaving would be fol¬ 
lowed by a rash of demands 
for referenda from many other 
unhappy EU states. 

Most important of all, 
reform of the EU (which is 
urgently needed), could only 
come from Britain voting to 
leave and then perhaps, negoti¬ 
ating from a position of 
strength, to achieve the origi¬ 
nal benefits of membership, 
without the bloated egotistic 
political bureaucracy deter¬ 
mined to preserve it own posi¬ 
tion of self-serving and incom¬ 
petence. 

If you truly love your coun¬ 
try, than you cannot vote any 
other way than “out”.

THE CONJURING 2 (15,134 mins) 


D irected by James Wan, one of the 
twisted geniuses responsible for the 
Saw franchise, the 2013 supernatural 
horror The Conjuring was one of the sur¬ 
prise hits of the year. 

This sequel, with Wan back in the direc¬ 
tor’s chair, draws inspiration from the noto¬ 
rious real-life case of the Enfield poltergeist, 
which sent shivers down the spine in the 
late 1970s. 

Paranormal investigators Ed and Lorraine 
Warren (Patrick Wilson and Vera Farmiga) 
have gone into self-imposed exile to recov¬ 
er - emotionally and spiritually - from their 
first brush with malevolent spirits. They are 
compelled to return to active duty by terri¬ 
fied single mother Peggy Hodgson (Frances 
O’Connor), who claims that her house in 
north London is in the grip of a dark, invisi¬ 
ble force. 

The Warrens travel to England and meet 
Peggy and her four daughters, who are 
clearly spooked by events in their home. 

When youngest child Janet (Madison 
Wolfe) shows the unmistakable signs of 
demonic possession, Ed and Lorraine pre¬ 
pare for battle for the family’s souls and 
consequently, they become the targets for 
the malicious spirit’s fury.

GODS OF EGYPT (12A, 127 mins) 

SWORDS, sandals and silliness are in 
abundance in Alex Proyas’ lumbering fanta¬ 
sy adventure, set in a sprawling ancient 
Egypt in which shape-shifting gods live side 
by side with awestruck mortals. 

According to a laconic voiceover, the 


deities are easily identifiable because they 
are taller and have “gold running through 
their veins”. 

Alas, there is no gold - fool’s or other¬ 
wise - running through Matt Sazama and 
Burk Sharpless’ uneven script, which is 
heavy on the muscle-flexing and sibling 
rivalry and light on everything that matters; 
coherent plotting, characterisation, dramat¬ 
ic momentum or emotional depth. 

The tone is wildly uneven, careening 
between bombastic computer-generated 
spectacle, bickering romance and mis¬ 
matched buddy comedy. 

Even the digital trickery can’t find its 
groove. 

A chariot sequence is hilariously shoddy 
in its execution, special effects don’t gel 
with live action elements and director 
Proyas insists on choreographing every 
bruising fight sequence with swirling cam¬ 
erawork and excessive slow motion. 

Gods Of Egypt is a morass of oiled pecs, 
male posturing and tiresome showdowns 
between exiled heroes and otherworldly 
creatures. 

Gerard Butler chews scenery with a roar¬ 
ing Scottish accent like a man who hasn’t 
eaten for months, while Nikolaj Coster- 
Waldau and Brenton Thwaites are bland 
and possess no palpable screen chemistry. 

During one of their awkward verbal jousts, 
Thwaites questions if his hunky co-star is 
being funny. 

“You think I put any effort into trying to 
amuse you?” responds Coster-Waldau 

Gods Of Egypt certainly doesn’t muster 
any effort to entertain us.

Sea change for Jaguar Land Rover fleet

PINNING its hopes on the fleet market for 
another bumper year looks like it is paying 
off for Jaguar Land Rover. 

UK managing director Jeremy Hicks is 
looking forward to another record breaking 
year and reckons the company’s main 
growth will come in the fleet market. 

Fleet sales grew by 84 per cent in the 
first three months of 2016 compared to the 
first quarter in 2015, as the XE, XF, Evoque 
and Discovery Sport models all posted 
rapid fleet sales growth - evidence of 
Jaguar Land Rover’s commitment to 
ensure 25 per cent of its global sales will 
be to fleet and business customers by 
2020. 

With the introduction of business-friendly 
models, including the XE and XF with C02 
from as low as 99g/km, Jaguar UK saw 
fleet sales grow by 194 per cent from Q1 
2015 to Q1 2016. 

Land Rover UK’s performance so far this 
year was so strong that one-in-three fleet 
cars sold in sectors the brand competes in 
was a Land Rover. 

Mr Hicks said: “Our fleet and business 
results for 2015 are fantastic and prove we 
have an effective formula in place; we have 
desirable and sector appropriate cars, effi¬ 
cient Ingenium engines and class-leading 
total cost of ownership - together, these 
factors deliver a compelling proposition for 
fleet managers to add Jaguar Land Rover 


to their fleet lists. With this formula in 
mind, and with an ever-expanding range of 
stunning Jaguar and Land Rover vehicles 
on the horizon, I’m confident that there’s 
plenty more fleet growth to come.” 

All of Jaguar Land Rover’s key fleet mod¬ 
els - the XE, XF Evoque and Discovery 
Sport - grew their share of the fleet sector 
more than any of their rivals when compar¬ 
ing the whole of 2015. 

Both the XE and XF increased the shares 
of their fleet sectors more than competitor 
models. Likewise, where the Range Rover 
Evoque and Discovery Sport grew their 
share of the fleet sector, rival models saw 
their share shrink. 

The Range Rover Evoque is the star per¬ 
former in 2016 so far, outselling all of its 


premium rivals with 18.3 per cent of fleet 
sales. The sales for 2016 are on track to 
be the best yet, with a full-year of 
Ingenium-powered XE and XF sales, and 
the arrival of Evoque Convertible and F- 
PACE. Already the best-selling Jaguar ever, 
one-in-six F-PACE sales is predicted to go 
to the fleet sector. 

Jon Wackett, Jaguar Land Rover's gener¬ 
al manager for feet and business, said: 
“We’ve really disrupted a market that has 
been traditionally dominated by three or 
four brands by introducing extremely desir¬ 
able cars that represent real-world value 
for money.” 

At the heart of Jaguar Land Rover UK’s 
fleet and business sales successes this 
year are the technologies that underpin the 


range, according to Mr Wackett. 

With more than 500,000 cars built at its 
UK plants in Liverpool, Solihull and 
Birmingham, JLR was the UK’s largest car 
manufacturer last year. Global sales of 
487,065 (100,794 in the UK) were a record, 
the sixth year of consecutive growth and 
double the number sold in 2009. 

In 2013, fleet sales accounted for 37 per 
cent of JLR’s output. Last year it was 44 
per cent which Mr Wackett said was proof 
that JLR has the ability to grow fleet vol¬ 
ume as the vehicle range grows. 

Jaguar fleet sales grew by 49 per cent to 
6,562 vehicles last year while Land Rover 
grew 67 per cent to 14,472 vehicles - an 
overall growth of 50 per cent to 21,034 
vehicles. 

The cost of ownership of JLR fleet sales 
compares well against Mercedes, Audi and 
BMW rivals. A Jaguar XE 2.0d Prestige 
manual will cost £35,763 to own over three 
years/60,000 miles, some £2,000 less than 
an equivalent Mercedes C220d Executive 
or an Audi A4 2.0 TDI SE saloon. Similarly, 
an F-PACE 2.0d AWD Prestige manual will 
cost £39,122 over the same period and 
distance, similar to the Audi Q5 2.0 TDI 
AWD SE manual but more than £3,000 less 
than a BMW X4 xDrive 2.0 SE manual. 

Discovery Sport shows similar savings 
over its Audi and BMW rivals while the 
Evoque 2.0 TD4 AWD SE is some £2,000 
cheaper to run than an Audi Q5 2.0 TDI SE 
AWD over three years.

ESSEX Eagles’ frustrating start 
to their NatWest T20 Blast 
South Group campaign contin¬ 
ued as Middlesex recorded a 17- 
run victory at Chelmsford. 

After winning the toss the 
Middlesex decision to bat ini¬ 
tially appeared to be a good one 
as Dawid Malan and Brendon 
McCullum swiftly put together 
an opening stand of 33 from the 
opening three overs. New 
Zealander McCullum was the 
first to depart the scene, caught 
by Callum Taylor off the bowl¬ 
ing of Graham Napier for 16. 

However, for now, the visitors 
showed little sign of any let-up, 
moving along to 79, before Paul 
Stirling was emphatically 
bowled by Wahab Riaz after hit¬ 
ting a quickfire 30, including 
two fours and three huge sixes. 

Stirling’s dismissal appeared 
to spark the hosts who put a 
stranglehold on the Middlesex 
charge. Malan was snared in the 
hands of Jesse Ryder for 34, giv¬ 
ing Dan Lawrence his first 
wicket of the evening. And soon 
after James Fuller followed, 
caught by Napier, Lawrence 
once again the beneficiary, with 
Middlesex now floundering on 


100/4. Ryan Higgins paid for his 
indecision and was run out by 
Taylor for three, while John 
Simpson (1) followed, Bopara 
displaying safe hands, this time 
Matthew Quinn the man with 
the ball. 

Eoin Morgan showed some 
form of resistance for 
Middlesex, top scoring with a 
steady, but sure 59, but those 
around him continued to fall 
cheaply. 

James Franklin was bowled by 
Napier for 10, while Mitchell 
McClenaghan (4) followed 
when Napier removed his off- 
stump leaving the visitors strug¬ 
gling. 

However, Napier took some 
punishment off the final over, 
going for 23 as Middlesex post¬ 
ed 173/8. Nevertheless, the 
Essex man still finished with 
figures of 3/40. 

Lawrence was dropped by 
skipper Malan in Essex’s second 
over as Middlesex missed an 
opportunity for an early break¬ 
through. But the hosts’ response 
gained little further momentum 
before Ryder was caught on the 
boundary by Higgins off Tom 
Helm for 12. Tom Westley fol¬ 
lowed, recklessly hitting 
McClenaghan to McCullum for 
four, leaving Essex on 39/2. 

Ravi Bopara was run out for 
three by the quick-thinking 
Franklin as Essex’s woes contin¬ 
ued and though Dan Lawrence 


showed some initiative with the 
bat, the Essex rate continued to 
fall. 

When Lawrence fell into the 
gloves of Simpson off Sowter’s 
delivery for 29, they found 
themselves 29 runs further adrift 
than Middlesex were at the same 
stage on 62/4 from 9.2 overs. 

Ashar Zaidi and Ryan ten 
Doeschate tried to inject some 
life into an otherwise spluttery 
innings. 

But the former’s dismissal, 
stumped by Simpson off Stirling 
for 27, left Essex with a moun¬ 
tain to climb. 

Taylor became the sixth Essex 
wicket to fall, caught by 
McClenaghan off his own deliv¬ 
ery for 14, and when James 
Foster followed into the hands of 
Stirling off McClenaghan with¬ 
out scoring, the writing was 
already well and truly on the 
wall. 

Napier became the second 
Essex batsman to go without 
troubling the scorer, caught by 
Fuller off McClenaghan. And 
though Dutch all-rounder ten 
Doeschate refused to throw in 
the towel, his 58* was never 
going to be anywhere near 
enough. 

Speaking after the match 
Essex’s Ashar Zaidi stated: “We 
are doing most of the things 
right but we are falling at the 
last hurdle. Hopefully we can 
bounce back in the next couple
